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Hog  Marketing  and  Prices;     "Orderly  marketing  of  hogs  is  imperative  if       are  to 

avoid  a  collapse  of  our  m9,rketing,  processing,  and 
distribution  ma.chinery.     It  is  entirely  pro"ba"ble  that  during  Lecem"ber  and  Jan- 
uary the  number  of  hogs  offered  for  sale  will  exceed  the  capa.city  of  plants  to 
handle  them.     It  is  also  probable  that  transportation  facilities  may  be  inade- 
quate to  move  all  hogs  to  market  M^hen  they  are  offered  for  sale,"    This  quote 
is  from  WB  Memo  449,  Prod,  61,  of  October  23.    This  problem  clearly  calls  for 
solid  information  support  of  the  program  outlined  in  the  memo. 

Feed  Future. Farmers  are  urged  to  keep  records... to  keep  tab  on  their  feeding 
operations  to  cut  down  the  feed  waste  through  inefficient  feeding. 

Dr.  D,  A,  Fitzgerald,  Deputy  Director  of  Food  Production,  in  speaking  before  a 
meeting  of  Ue^  England  feed  men  (see  USDA.  915-44)  said,  "T^'enty- eight  percent  more 
feed  concentrates  were  fed  in  »42-'43  than  in  '41-' 42,  whereas  the  increase  in 
livestock  production  was  less  than  13  percent, .. The  quantity  of  feed — three-fourths 
of  a  ton — used  to  produce  a  unit  of  livestock  products  in  1942-43  ^as  the  largest 
since  1930.     The  nearest  approach  to  this  ^"as  in  1932-33  '^hen  feed  ^as  tastefully 
used  because  the  supply  was  abundant  and  the  prices  extremely  lor.    There  ^as  a 
time,  as  in  1934-35,  when  a  half  a  ton  of  concentrates  produced  as  much  of  live 

stock  products  as  three-fourths  of  a  ton  produced  in  '42-' 43  7e  believe  that 

by  efficient  use  of  the  available  feed  supply,  and  reason^^.ble  success  in  distribut- 
ing it,  we  can  attain  our  production  goals  for  1944."

"Rationing" — a  hs.ndbook  on  the  use  of  the  new  tokens  in  ration  buying  will 
be  off  the  press  next  week, 

"Price  Control",     "Gasoline" and  "Butter",  are  completed  and  ready  for  distribu- 
tion— should  reach  the  field  shortly. 

"Milk",  and  "Meat"  are  now  in  clearance.     "Coal"  is  in  preparation. 

In  addition  to  the  b^^ckground  pieces  for  agency  personnel,  farmers'  leaflets 
on  all  these  subjects  will  be  sent  through  Extension  Service  to  all  farmers 
generally  and  are  scheduled  to  be  shipped  next  week. 

Making'  More  Money — Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  for  the  month  of  September 

was  up  R-bout  10  percent  over  August  and  amounted  to  1,943 
million  dollars.    This  is  a  12  percent  advance  over  September  of  1942,    Most  of 
the  increase -was  due  to  receipts  from  cotton  and  cottonseed,  tobacco,  fruits 
and  nuts,  and  meat  anima.ls.     Government  payments  in  September  ^ere  57  million 
dollars  compared  ^.^ith  78  million  for  August  '43.
